vated in theusual fashion. The average 
yield of cotton on Georgia lands is said to 
be about a quarter of a bale of lint to the 
acre. Col Lockett set out to gather three 
bales from each of his six acres, and the 
Albany (Ga.) News says that he will come 
very near doing it. He manured his land 
richly and cultivated it in ali respects most 
carefully, and the result is, not withstand- 
img the severe drouth in Georgia, which 
interfered materially with his experiment, 
he has a remarkable crop. It ws 
estimated that he will gather scyen- 
teen bales from his six acres, and, 
as the manure and careful cultivation have 
made the staple of unusual length and 
fineness, it is estimated that it will sell for 
fourteen or fifteen cents more per 

than ordinary cotton. W hen the planters 
learn how much is necessary to expend in 
cultivation for the raising of such cotton 
as Col. Lockett’s, they can judge whether 
it is expedient for them to adopt his sys- 
tem. We presume, that, as « general rule, 
the production of extraordimary crops of 
cottes requires as great an outlay in pro- 
portion as the production of other extra- 
ordinary crops. It has often seemed to the 
that our Kentucky farmers would profit 
by a better cultivation of smaller areas.
